He spoke of 
having come from Heaven and 
returning to it. He mentioned it 
was the abode of His Father. To 
Jesus, Heaven was not a condition 
within the heart, nor an atmos- 
Phere around one’s daily life. It 
was a place, a very definite place 
with a geographical location. 

Three times in the gospels the 
expression, “. , . my Father’s 
house,’”’ occurs. The first one is 
mentioned by the son of a rich 
man. 


“Then he said, I pray thee there- 
fore, father, that thou weuldest 
send him te my father’s house: 
For I have five brethren; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they 
also come into this place of tor- 
ment.”—Luke 16:27, 28. 


Here is the story of a father’s 
home which had six sons. One of 
them died and went to hades, and 
for the first time he became deeply 
interested in his brothers. No 
doubt he would have been happy 
to see them but not in the place 
where he was. Why was this 
fellow in hades? Perhaps it was 
because of the influence of. an un- 
godly father. Many a father has 
walked the primrose trai] to be 
followed by his son who could not 
stop when the father did, and 
wound up in perdition. A young 
man was in hades because of the 
failure of another. 

Suppose it were possible for us 
to stand by the highway of life for 
@ little while as the crowd passes 
by. I have often wondered how 
many of the souls racing on to 
eternal destruction would point 
the finger of scorn at us and 
declare they were going down to 
Hell because of our contemptible 
hypocrisy.

“My 
Father's house,” said Jesus, is not 
merely a condition, it is “a place.” 
It is a place of grand realities with 
mothing uncertain about it. The 
Holy Spirit uses many interesting 
figures and symbols in describing 
heaven for the purpose of bringing 
ws to see and understand some of 
the glories which are reserved for 
those who know and love Him.

His competency to speak of 
heavenly things is revealed in the 
next verse. “And no man hath 
ascended up to heaven, but he 
that came down from heaven, even 
the Son of man which is in heaven” 
(John 3:12, 13). In ome small 
passage, He speaks of His ascen- 
sion into Heaven, His descent from 
it, and His occupancy of it. He 
could be on earth and in Heaven 
at one and the same time because 
of who He was. In this He is 
asserting His glorious omnipres- 
ence. There was nothing imagi- 
nary about Heaven to Jesus. He 
had lived there, He was returning 
to it amd He possessed it. 


One day His disciples came to

Him with the request that He 
teach them how to pray. They 
had heard Him pray and had be- 
held a man qp His knees who 
could touch Heaven. He did not 
turn a deaf ear to their appeal) for 
He said, “After this manner there- 
fore pray ye: Our Father which 
art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name” (Matt, 6:9). Jesus knew 
the abode of God and the place 
where He could be found. God was 
in Heaven and not upon the earth. 
He was seated upon the throne 
of the universe and could be con- 
tacted by those who cried unto 
Him in the appointed way. 

In a brief passage in the open- 
ing chapter of the book of Acts 
the word “heaven” occurs four 
times. It stands connected with 
the ascension of the Lord Jesus 
into the presence of His Father 
to take His place at His right 
hand. “And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as he 
went up, behold, two men stood 
by them in white apparel; which 
also said, Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 


this same Jesus, which is taken up 


from you into heaven. shall so 


come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven” (Acts 
1:10, 11). 

In His ascension to Heaven, 
Jesus did not go into nothingness 
which would be the case if 
Heaven is not a reality. In this 
wondrous place, Jesus is perform- 
ing a ministry in behalf of all 
His people, “for Christ is. not 
entered into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures 
of the true; but into heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence of 
God for us” (Heb. 9:24). And in 
this place, the risen Christ is to 
be the object of the believer’s 
affection and contemplation, “If 
ye then be risen with Christ, seek 
those things which are above, 
where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God” (Col. 3:1). 


Many of us love the truth of 
the coming again of our Saviour 
when He will fulfill the promise 
made to His disciples in John 14:3,

ness? Let us face the answer, 
“For the Lord himself shall de-

If any one is inclined to ques- 
tion whether or not there be a 
Heaven, let him read the last 
book in the Bible. Time and 
again, God opens the door and 
allows us to peer into that better 
land and to behold some of the 
wonder_ therein. John wrote, 
“After this I looked, and, behold, 
a door was opened in heaven. 
-.. (Rev. 4:1). We can praise 
God that He never leaves us in 
doubt as to Heaven. 

When I was a boy, nothing 
ever appealed to me more than 
when the pastor of our church 
would announce that he was go- 
ing to preach a sermon on Heav- 
en. I found my way to the front 
seat and listened with rapt at- 
tention lest I miss one thing that 
he said. Since I expected Heaven 
to be my eternal home, I was 
anxious to learn all I could about 
it. With Jesus there, and loved 
ones there, Heaven seems so real 
to me, and oftentimes it seems 
as though I could reach up and 
actually touch it. If I did not 
have the hope of Heaven, life 
would not be worth living to me. 
But I praise God that when the 
things of time come to an end 
and I must depart this life, a 
greater one awaits me. By the 
grace of God I find myself in the 
position of Abraham of whom. it 
was said, “For he looked for a 
eity which hath foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God” 
(Heb. 11:10).

existence is the same One who 
created “things invisible.” And 
just as God had a plan in connec- 
tion with all “things visible’ so 
He had a plan in connection with 
“things invisible.” Nothing came 
into existence by chance and noth- 
ing exists whether on earth or in 
Heaven without a definite pur- 
pose. Thus His purpose is ex- 
pressed in the words, “all things 
are created for him.” 


God created this earth to be 
occupied and He placed man upon 
it to use it for His glory. He cre- 
ated Heaven for the benefit of 
those who desire to enter it. No 
man need go through life without 
the hope of Heaven, and yet no 
man can expect to enter it unless 
he seeks to enter by the God-ap- 
Jesus made this 
plain when He said, “I am the 
door: by me if any man enter in, 
he shall be saved, and shall go in 
and out, and find pasture’ (Jo 
10:9). | 

It is said that a preacher going 
through a mental institution was 
stopped by a woman who asked: 
“Mr. Preacher, what work of man 
will there be in heaven?” 

“None,” said the minister. 

“Oh, yes there will be,” she re- 
plied, “it will be the prints of the 
nails in the hands and feet of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That is the 
only work of, man which will be 
in heaven.” 


Yes, how true this is! It is the 
crucified Christ who is there and 
who by His atoning work has 
made it possible for others to be 
there. “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved. 
... (Acts 16:31). 

Let us note how Heaven 


REQUIRES A DIVINE PARDON 


There is no sin in Heaven. It 
does not belong to that place of 
perfect holiness. If one is to en- 
joy Heaven, the sin problem must 
be settled: Isaiah wrote, “Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts: 
and iet him return unto the Lord, 
and he will have mercy upon him; 
and to our God, for he will abun- 
dantly pardon” (Isa. 55:7). 

A parishioner once asked an 
aged Puritan preacher, “Who will 
get to Heaven?” to which the 
minister replied, “Every one will 
get to Heaven who can live there.” 


This is a good answer. Heaven 
is the dwelling place of the Holy 
One; there is His throne and 
there He is worshipped and 
adored by heavenly hosts. It ig a 
prepared place for a _ prepared 
people. “And there shall in no 
wise enter into it anything that 
defileth .. .” (Rev. 21:27). 
Heaven is no place for those who 
live and die in their sins. They 
would defile it, for sin is a. de- 
filing thing. And even if they 
were allowed to enter, they could 
not “live” there. There would be 
nothing to interest them in Heav- 
en where God is, and where 
Christ dwelleth with multiplied 
millions of His redeemed ones. 
Sinners have nothing in common 
with such people on earth. What 
could they have in common with 
them in Heaven? The unregen- 
erate have no nature for the 
things of glory. : 

I am reminded of a city in 


France which was bombed during 


the war and although deserted, 
there were a few houses left 
standing and among them a lux- 
urious dwelling. A few swine 
which somehow had escaped ex- 
termination rooted their 
through a gap in the wall into 
this magnificently furnished home. 
Over the rich velvet carpet they 
tracked their muddy feet, over- 
turned the upholstered furniture, 
tore the expensive draperies, and 
chewed whatever gave any prom- 
ise of satisfying their hunger. The 
beauty, the elegance, the cultural 
characteristics of the place, meant 
nothing to the beast nature. They 
were not partakers of the intel- 
lectual or spiritual qualities of 
the owner. _ 

To the unregenerate millions of 
earth, the glories of Heaven would 
be like this beautiful home to 
the swine. They are not partak- 


ers of the divine nature and there-| } 


fore would have no capacity for

All the works of a life- 
time could not buy the poorest 
vacant lot in the glory land. Paul 
has made it plain as to what hap- 
pens at death, “Therefore we are 
always confident, knowing that 
whilst we are at home in the 
body, we are absent from. the 
Lord: (for we walk by faith, not 
by sight:) we are confident, I 
Say, and willing rather to be ab- 
sent from the body, and to be 
present with the Lord” (II Cor. 
9:6-8). Home is reached when 
we are released from our earthly 
tabernacle, but we have to wait 
there until the appointed hour for 
the establishment of the judg- 
ment seat of Christ. 

We are entitled to know where 
we are going in the hour and 
article of death and God has not 
left us in darkness.

time to all the wise men in the 
world! 

I should like to ask you what 
you think of Him as a physician. 
A man would soon have a repu- 
tation as a doctor if he could cure 
as Christ did. No case was ever 
brought to Him but that He was 
a match for it. He had but to 
speak the word, and disease fled 
before Him. Here comes a man 
covered with leprosy. “Lord if 
thou wilt thou canst make me 
clean,” he cries. “I will,” says the 
great Physician, and in an instant 
the leprosy is gone. The world 
has hospitals for incurable dis- 
eases, but there were no incur- 
able diseases with Him. 

Now see Him in the little home 
at Bethany, binding up the wound- 
ed hearts of Martha and Mary, 
and tell me what you think of 
Him as a comforter. He is a hus- 
band to the widow, and a father 
to the fatherless. The weary may 
find a restingplace upon His 
breast, and the friendless may 
reckon Him their friend, He 
never varies, He never fails, He 
never dies. His sympathy is ever 
fresh, His love is ever free. O 
widow and orphans, O sorrowing 
and mourning, will you not thank 
God for Christ the comforter? 

But these are not the points I 
wish to take up now. Let us go 
to those who knew Christ and 
ask what they thought of Him. 
If you want to find out what a 
man is nowadays, inquire about 
him from those who know him 
best. I do not wish to be partial; 
we ~will go to Christ’s enemies 
and friends. We will ask His 
friends and His enemies, What 
think ye of Christ? If we only 
went to those who liked Him, you 
would say, “Oh; he is so blind; 


. he thinks so much of the man 


that he can’t see his faults. You 
can’t get anything. out of. him, 
‘anless jt be in his favor; it is a 
enersided affair altogether.” So 
we shall go in the first place to 
His enemies, to those who hated 
Him, persecuted Him, cursed and 
siew Him. I shall put you in the 
jury box and call upon them to 
tell us what they think of Him. 


L What Christ’s Enemies 
Said About Him 


First, among the witnesses, let 
us call upon the Pharisees. We 
know how they hated Him. Let 
us put a few questions to them. 

Come, Pharisees, tell us what 
you have against the Son of God! 
What do you think of Christ? 

Hear what they say! “This man 
receiveth sinners.” 

What an argument to bring 
against Him! Why, it is the very 
thing that makes us love Him! It 
is the glory of the gospel. He 
receives sinners. If He had not, 
what would have become of us? 
Have you nothing more to bring 
against Him than this? Why, 
it is one of the greatest compli- 
ments that was ever paid Him! 

Once more: when He was: hang- 
ing on the tree, you had this to say 
of Him, “He saved others, him- 
self he cannot save.” And so He 
died to save others, but He could 
not save Himself and save us too? 
He laid down His own ‘life for 
yours and mine.

Yes, all that they had against 
Him was that He was the Son of 
God; and they slew Him for the 
promise of His coming for His 
bride. 

Now, let us summon Pilate. Let 
him enter the witness box. 

Pilate, this man was brought 
before you. You examined Him. 
You talked with Him face to face. 
What think you of Christ? 

“I find no fault in Him,” says 
Pilate. “He said he was the King 
of the Jews,” (just as he wrote it 
over the cross), “but I find no 
fault in him.” 

Such is the testimony of the man 
who examined Him! And as he 
stands there, the center of a Jew- 
ish mob, there comes along a man, 
elbowing his way, in haste. He 
rushes up to Pilate, and thrusting 
out his hand, gives him a message. 
He tears it open; his face turns 
pale as he reads—‘“Have thou 
nothing to do with this just man, 
for I have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because of 
Him.” It is from Pilate’s wife— 
her testimony to Christ. You want 
to know what His enemies thought 
of Him? You want to know what 
a heathen thought? Well, here it 
is, “no fault in Him”: and the 
wife of a heathen, “this just man”! 

And now, look—-in comes Judas. 
He ought to make a good witness. 
Let us address him. 


Come tell us, Judas, what think 
you of Christ? ‘You knew the 
Master well. You sold Him for 
thirty pieces of silver. You be- 
trayed Him with a kiss... You saw 
Him perform those miracles. You 
were with Him in Jerusalem. In 
Bethany, when He summoned 
Lazarus from the dead, you were 
there. What think you of Him? 

I can ‘see him as he comes into 
the presence ofthe chief priests; 
I can hear the money ring as he 
dashes it upon the table—“I have 
betrayed innocent blood!” Here 
is the man who ‘betrayed Him, 
and this is what he-thinks of Him! 

Yes. my friend, God has made 
every man who hac anything to do 
with the death of His Son put their 
testimony on record that He was 
an innocent Man. 

Let us take the Centurion, who 
was present at the execution. He 
had charge of the Roman soldiers. 
He had told them to make Him 
carry His cross. He had given 
orders for the nails to be driven 
into His feet and hands, for the 
spear.to be thrust in His side. 
Let the Centurion come forward. 

“Centurion, you had charge of 
the executioners. You saw that the 
order for His death was carried 
out. You saw Him die. You 
heard Him speak upon the cross. 


‘Tell us, what think you of 
Christ ?”’ 
Hark! Look at him! He is 


smiting his breast as he cries, 
“Truly, this was the Son of God!” 

I might go to the thief on the 
cross and ask what he thought of 
Him. At first he railed upon Him 
and reviled Him. But then he 
thought better of it. “This man 
hath done nothing amiss,” he said. 
I might go further. I might sum- 
mon the very devils themselves 
and ask them for their testimony. 
Have they anything to say of 
Him? Why, the very devils called 
Him the Son of God! In Mark we 
have the unclean spirit crying, 
‘Jesus, thou Son of the most High 
God.” Men say, “Oh, I believe 
Christ to be the Son of God, and 
because I believe it intellectually, 
I shall be saved.” I tell you the 
devils did that. And they did more 
than that, they trembled. 


If. What Christ’s Friends 
Said About Him 

Let us now bring in His friends. 
We want you to hear their evi- 
dence. — 

Let.us first call that prince of 
preachers. Let us hear the fore- 
runner, the wilderness preacher, 
John. Save the Master Himself, 
none ever preached like this man— 
this man who drew all Jerusalem 
and all Judea into the wilderness 
to hear him; this man who burst 
upon the nations like the flash of 
a meteor. Let John the Baptist 
come with his leathern girdle and 
his hairy coat and let him tell us 
what he thinks of Christ. 

His words, though they were 
echoed in the wilderness of 


Palestine, are written in the Book 


forever, “Behold the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the.sin of the 
world.” This igs what John the 
Baptist thought of Him. “I bare 
record that he is the Son of God.”’ 
No wonder he drew all Jerusalem 
and Judea to him, because he 
preached Christ.. And whenever 
men preach Christ, they are sure 
to have plenty of followers. 


Let us bring in Peter, who was 
with Him on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration, who was with Him the 
night He was betrayed. 


“Come, Peter, tell us what you 
think of Christ. Stand in the wit- 
ness box and testify of Him. You 
denied him once. You said with a 
curse, you did not know Him. Was 
it true, Peter? Don’t you know 
Him ?” 

“Know Him!" I can imagine 
Peter saying: “it was a lie I told 
them. I did know Him.” After- 
wards I can hear him charging 
home their guilt upon these Jeru- 
salem sinners. He calls Him’ “both 
Lord and Christ.” Such was his 
testimony on the day of Pente- 
cost. “God hath made that same 
Jesus both Lord and Christ.”’ And 
tradition tells us that when they 
came to execute Peter, he felt he 
was not worthy to die in the way 
his Master died, and he requested 
to be crucified with his head 
downwards. So much did Peter 
think of Him! 

Now let us hear from the be- 
loved disciple, John. He knew 
more about Christ than any other 
man. He had laid his head on his 
Saviour’s bosom. He had heard 
the throbbing of that loving 
heart. Look into his gospel if you 
wish to know what he thought of 
Him. 

Matthew writes of Him as the 
Royal King come from His throne, 
Mark as the servant, and Luke 
as the Son of Man. John takes up 
his pen, and, with one. stroke, for- 
ever settles the question of His 
divinity. He. goes right back be- 
fore the time’ of Adam. “In the 
beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the word 
was God.” Look into Revelation. 
He calls Him “the bright and the 
Morning Star.’”’ So John thought 
well of Him because he knew Him 
well. 

We might bring in Thomas, the 
doubting disciple. 

“You doubted Him, Thomas. 
You would not believe He had ris- 
en, and you put your finger into 
the wound in His side. What do 
you think of Him?” 

“My Lord and my God!” says 
Thomas. 

Then go'over to Decapolis and 
you will find Christ has been 
there casting out devils. Let us 
call the men of that country and 
ask what they think of Him. “He 
hath done all things well,’ they 
say. 

But we have other witnesses to 
bring in. Take the persecuting 
Saul, once one of the worst of His 
enemies. Breathing out threaten- 
ings, he meets Him. “Saul, Saul. 
why persecutest thou me?” says 
Christ; and He might have added, 
“What have I done to you? Have 
I injured you in any way? Did 
I not come to bless you? Why 
do you treat me thus, Saul?” And 
then Saul asks, ‘‘Who art thou 
Lord?” “I am Jesus of Nazareth, 
whom thou  persecutest.” You 
see, He was not ashamed of His 
name; although He had been in 
Heaven, “I am Jesus of Nazar- 
eth.” What a change did that 
one interview make in Saul! A 
few years after we hear him say, 
“I have .suffered the loss of all 
things, and do count them but 
dross that I may win Christ.’

Such a testimony to the Saviour! 


But I shall go still further. I 
shall go away from earth into the 
other world. I shall summon the 
angels and ask what they think 
of Christ. They saw Him in the 
bosom of the Father before the 
world was. Before the dawn of 
creation, before the morning stars 
sang together, He was there. They 
saw Him leave the throne and 
come down to the manger. What 
a scene for them to witness! Ask 
these heavenly beings what they 
thought of Him then. For once 
they are permitted to speak: for 
once the silence of Heaven is 
broken. Listen to their songs on 
the plains of Bethlehem, “Behold, 
I bring you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all people, 
for unto you is born this day, in 
the city of David, a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord.” He 
leaves the throne to save the 
world. Is it a wonder the angels 
thought well of Him? 


Then there are the redeemed 
saints—they that see Him face to 
face. Here on earth He was never 
known, no one seemed really to be 
acquainted with Him; but He was 
known in that world where He had 
been from the foundation. What 
do they think of Him there? 


If we could hear from Heaven, 
we should hear a_ shout’ which 
would glorify and magnify His 
name. -_We are told that when 
John was in the Spirit on the 
Lord’s day, and being caught up, 
he heard a shout around him, ten 
thousand times ten thousand, and 
thousands and _ thousands’. of 
voices, “Worthy is the Lamb that 
was slain, to receive power, and 
riches, and wisdom, and strength, 
and honor, and glory, and bless- 
ing)’ 

Yes, He is worthy of all this. 
Heaven cannot speak too well of 
Him. Oh that earth would take 
up the echo and join with Heaven 
in singing, “WORTHY to receive 


power, and riches, and wisdom, 
and strength, and honor, and 
glory, and blessing!” 


But there is yet another witness, 
a higher still. Some think that the 
Jehovah of the Old Testament is 
the Christ of the New. But when 
Jesus came out ot Jordan, bap- 
tized by John, there came a voice 
from Heaven. God the Father 
spoke. It was His testimony to 
Christ: “This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased.” 

Ah, yes! God the Father thinks 
well of the Son. And if God is 
well pleased with Him, so ought 
we to be.

We often come to the office 
in Bob Jones University worn 
out from the grinding routine 
of the strain on which we have 
lived for a great many years.
